At midnight, just as June ended, the 
use of internal venue stamps on 
checks, drafts, telegraph messages, 
warehouse receipts and many other ar- 
ticles became unnecessary. 

These taxes were in effect exactly 
three years, although the revenue act 
providing them, passed by Congress, 
were approved several days earlier, on 
June 13, 1898. 

They 'were imposed in order to meet 
the increased expenditures of the na- 
tional government, made necessary by 
the Spanish-American war. 
Although the treasury department has 
made arrangement for the redemption 
of unused stamps, it is not thought that 
Uncle Sam will be called upon to re- 
turn much of the money he has collect+ 
ed. . 

The whole procedure for obtaining 
what has been. expended for stamps 
that will not be used has been so ex: 
travagantly wound in red tape that 
most business men will be discouraged 
from making.an attempt to get any re- 
turn at all, 

First, you must have $2 worth of 
stamps or you will not be able to get 
any rebate. 

In addition to this there must bean 
affidavit, made not only by the owner 
of the stamps, stating from whom they 
were bought, but also by the’agent, and 
a certificate from the collector, so that 
the authorities may be assured that the 
stamps were bought from Uncle Sam 
and are not counterfeits. 

If however the stamps were bought 
two years ago, you cannot get the re- 
bate. This is the time limit fixed by the 
department. 

In transmitting the stamps or stamp- 
ed matter to Washington for redemp- 
tion by express or registered mail, the 
expense is to be borne by the sender 
and once delivered to the department 
whether the rebate is paid or uot, they 
cannot be returned. Affidavits are to be 
made on forms furnished by the treas- 
ury department. 

The following will hereafter not re- 
quire stamps, the act in regard to them 
having.-been repealed:

Bond or obligation by guarantee coi- 
pany, one-half of 1 cent on each dollar

Charter party, $3 to $10, 
Chewing gum, 4 cents each §1. 

Commercial brokers, $20. 

Drafts, sight, 2 cents. 

Express receipts, 1 cent. 

Iusrance—Life, 8 cents on each $100; 
marine, inland, fire, one-half cent on 
each $1; casualty, fidelity ad guaran- 
tee, one half cent on each $1. © 

Lease, 25 cents to $1. 

Manifest for custom house entry, $1 
to $5. 

Mortgage or conveyance in trust, 25 
cents for each $1500.

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NEW STYLE FARMING. 


The horny handed farmer will soon be 
a thing of the past. 

The farmer of the future will do 
little more than touch a button, in- 
genious machinery will do the rest, The 
man. with the hoe will be replaced by 
a gentleman who sits on his porcn and 
does his plowing by maniuplating an 
electric switch board. 

Farming untesils may now be had 
which will do practically every kind of 
planting automatically. One may sow 
grain broadcast or plant seeds, tubers 
or plants by merely:driving one of 
thage, up-to-date contrivances across 
the field. The machines will drill holes 
ceposit a given amount of seed in them 
cover them with manure and spread 
fresh earth over them at one operation. 

Another machine goes through the 
entire operation of cutting and plant- 
ing potatoes. It does the work of ten 
men. It drops the seed, covers it wito 
manure and moist earth at any dis- 
tance and marks the next row, all at 
one operation. I can be adjusted to go 
over ground no matter how rough o1 
hilly. 

There is an automatic plant setlirng 
machine which will set out plant a 
foot apart and cover eight acres a day 
It may be adjusted for transplaniing 
tomato plants, cauliflower, cabbages or 
celery. The machine is provided with 
a tank which pours a certain amount of 
water into each hole before the plant 
is set. 

There are a variety of machines for 
cultivating the ground after the seeus 
or plants have taken root. They are 
provided with fine steel teeth, which 
deftly loosen the soil about the smaliest 
and most delicate plant without dis- 
turbing it. One of these is especiaily 
adapted for cultivating and hilling cel- 
ery, another for potatoes, another for 
lettuce and so on, There are machines 
which combine the plow, hoe, rake and 
cultivator. 

Practically every kind of harvesting 
may now be done by machinery, thus 
saving an immense amount of labor. 
The mowing machine is driving the 
scythe out of use. The combined reay- 
ers and binders of grain now do the 
work of 20 men and do it better. Tie 
sulky hay tedder is rapidly driving the 
pitchfork out of business. One of these 
devices will thoroughly turn and spread 
four acres of cut hay in an hour,—New 
York World.

The city engineer of Cambridge is 
making a vigorous campaign for “muni- 
cipal conduits,” a plan whereby a city 
or town may build one conduit through 
its streets sufliciently large to accom- 
modate all the present and prospective 
pipes and wires to be run through pub- 
lic streets, space in the same to be 
rented to public and private companies. 

Any one in Andover who has fol- 
lowed the tearing up of the town’s 
principal streets during the pest few 
years, and even more _ particulizly dur- 
ing the past.few weeks, will ay preciate 
the value of such a scheme, Certainly 
s.mething must be done very soon to 
care for the rapidly increasing number 
of trenches that make dangerous the 
streets of a progressive town. It was 
not so very long ago that the Main 
street of Andover did not contain a 
single pipe urder its surface, and only 
a sing’e line of wires beside the road- 
way. Today there are water, sewer, 
and gas pipes underneath, and tele- 
graph, telephone, and electric light 
wires above the surface, in nearly every 
street in town, with added street cer 
wires on the town’s principal street. 
From these many different public ser- 
vice agents, pipes and wires are run- 
ning to most of the residences, and one 
or another is causing more or less dis- 
turbance all the time. It is almost im- 
possible to find a single central street 
where there are not one or more 
trenches open every day. It may be 
said that because of the introduction of 
gas, this is more noticable just now, but 
while that may be true, it is also true 
that the natural growth of the busi- 
ness of each one of these public ser- 
vants will keep the streets constantly 
upset under the present system of each 
company having its own trench or line 
of poles. 

The working out of the public con- 
duit system as to method of con- 
struct’‘oa, apporticnment of charges, 
rental, etc., is to be done by expert 
engineers, and through a_ proper trial, 
but it certainly looks as if such a sys} 
tem would be a welcome solution of the 
present dangerous and expensive 
method of tearing up the highways. 


Tomorrow afternoon the selectmen 
will give a hearing upon the relocation 
of the tracks of the L. L. & H. rvad so 
that the Reading road may get con. 
nection with the square. 

The one thing which 
gained by this hearing is an immediate 


ought to be 


arrangement for carrying passengers 
from Andover square to Reading square 
for ten cents. There are many who 
still believe that this may be done by 
the common use of one track, and cer- 
tainly everyone hopes it may, but done 
in some way it should be, and at once. 

If two tracks are actually required 
for the business, they should be laid 
without any more delay and while they 
are being laid and the road put in 
shape the Reading cars ought to be 
brought to the square on the L. L. & 
H. tracks. If one track will do then 
let the connection be made so that the 
above may be done or transfers given 
from the square. 

The public has become very im- 
patient at the long delay, the select- 
men have been reasonable’ to all 
parties interested, the time has now 
come for prompt action by somebody.

New Cars for Andover. 


At last Andover has a taste of what 
good cars mean on the L. L. & H. road. 
Now all would be forgiven were the new 
rails in place. 

The oft-promised and long looked for 
“new and larger cars’ have become in 
part a reality, having been heralded by 
the appearance on the streets of the 
town Tuesday forenoon of car No. 203 
on her trial trip. The car was painted 
inthe new colors adopted by the road 
and made a handsome appearance. 

It isa twelve seater, accommodating 
60 passengers. The Reading cars have 
fifteen seats and accommodate 75 pas- 
sengers. Inside, the finish of the elec- 
tric is in maple, trimmings being of 
bird’s-eye maple. Curtains pull way 
down to the floor, on the outside, no 
rain can get in. 

Each car, of which there are five more 
on the way, is fitted with four G 67 
motors and has eight wheels with hand 
brakes. ‘The cars are upon springs so 
sensitive that achild can rock it from 
side to side when the car is empty. The 
steps are very narrow being of the regu- 
lar subway pattern and it is stated upon 
good authority that these cars will soon 
run from Lawrence to Boston and into 
the subway. 

The St. Louis Car company are the 
manufacturers and each car is fitted 
with safety appliances such as_ bars ex- 
tending along the inner or double track 
side, and chains for the front and rear 
alleys. 

It was not thought possible Tuesday 
morning that the cars could run untii 
the tracks at the railroad bridge were 
tered but the car made several trips in 
the afternoon. The difficulty is that the 
motors beneath the centre of the car 
hang so low that it was thought they 
would strike the bulge in the bridge. 
They just clear it, however. The man- 
agement expect the remaining cars of 
he lot down from Lowell in a few days 
when they will probably begin running 
regularly to Andover. 


To Enter Literature. 


It has been announced that Henry W. 
Boynton, M.A., instructor in English at 
Phillips academy, has resigned his posi- 
tion, and it is reported that he will en- 
gage in literary work entirely. 

Mr. Boynton first came to Andover in 
September, 1891, and has taught English 
at the academy very successfully ever 
since. He is a man of great literary 
promise, having edited several English 
classics for class room use, besides con- 
tributing quite extensively to the liter- 
ary press. He married Miss Lucia 
Merrill, a teacher at Punchard, and their 
union, blessed by the advent of several 
handsome children, was a very happy 
one until the early death of the wife and 
mother. 

It is said that Mr. Boynton will still 
continue to reside in Andover. 

His successor in the English depart- 
ment at Phillips has been elected in the 
person of Walter Yale Durand, A.B., 
A.M., of Washington, D. C., a graduate 
of Oberlin college and for the past two 
years a graduate student in English at 
Harvard. Previous to entering Harvard 
Mr. Durand was instructor in Latin and 
Greek for two years at Lima, N.Y. He 
has taken a house and will reside on 
Salem street. 


Traffic Delayed. 


Street railway traffic was interrupted 
on the Andover line Tuesday morning in 
consequence of a derailed car in South 
Lawrence. The car which left Andover 
hill at 8.15 a. m., in charge of Conductor 
Marsh, left the irons twice, once at 
the ink factory turnout and again near 
South street, South Lawrence. The car 
was replaced on the track at the turn- 
out without much difficulty, but an at- 
tempt to put the car on the irons after 
it left the track the second time, re- 
sulted in all four wheels leaving the 
rail, so that the car was. effectually 
stalled for about an hour until placed on 
the rail again by a wrecking car. Mean- 
while passengers were transferred at 
the point where the wreck took place. 
The trouble was caused by spreading 
rails, a spread of over an inch being 
found where the car was stalled. The 
track has been in wretched condition 
for a long time, but the heat has said to 
have caused more spreading than usual.

[ “Letter From Bloemfontein. 


John Nice of this place, has just re- 
ceived under date of June 17, a letter 
from his cousin, Henry Nice, a sapper in 
the Telegraph Division of the Royal En- 
gineers now quartered at Bloemfonteir, 
pouth Africu. As the letter contains 
many things of interest to some of And- 
over’s citizens, the Townsman is glad to 
publish it. 


Telegraph Dn., Royal Engineers, 
. Bloemfontein, O. K. C., May 13, 1901. 
Dear John: 

It is such a long time since I have 
written to you that | am sorry for 
my neglect. - Indeed, I have been in- 
tending to do so for a long time 
back, but ‘a long time coming comes 
at last,” as the old saying hasit. To 
begin with I may say that me and 
mine at home are quite well and I 
sincerely trust that you and yours 
are also enjoying best health and 
happiness. 

You can see by above that I am 
again back in South Africa. I left 
here for home as you are aware and 
had afew months-furlough and was 
again. ordered out last January, so 
here I am after traveling over a 
good part of thecountry. Iam very 
comfortably situated here as we are 
quartered in comfortable barracks, 
and work in the Telegraph Depart- 
ment of the P. O.—pretty busy but 
not too much so. 

It is pretty cold here just now, 
this being the winter season. which 
begins about the first of May and ~ 
continues until August. The nights 
are very cold and the days nice and 
warm. This is about the funniest 
climate I ever met; sometimes of a 
warm day it starts showering hail- 
stones and then comes out as warm 
as ever. 

Bloemfontein is the capitol of this 
colony, once the Orange Free State. 
now called the Orange River colony, 
and it will get on much better under 
British rule than it has done under 
the Boers. The Boers are now com- 
pletely defeated; they can do 
nothing, and if you were here you’d 
never think a state of war existed 
at all. I hope after a short time to 
be returning again to the old land of 
Ireland and be no more disturbed by 
wars’ alarms. 

I had those papers which you 
kindly sent me and took much 
pleasure in reading the letter from 
George which was published in one 
of them. I have it yet and shall 
send it home. 

I have read of the capture of 
Aguinaldo and the return of the 
American troops from China, which 
Iam sure the chaps are glad of. I 
hope George will get home all right 
with all the honors of the campaign. 
By the way, I should like to havea 
letter from him, and if he writes, 
you can tell him my address and you 
can also send me his. 

This country is rather barren in 
my estimation but not too bad; very 
rich in mineral wealth such. as gold 
and diamonds, etc., in a good many 
places, but it may improve under the 
new rulers. There are very few 
rivers but a fair share of rain...The 
natives are termed Kaffirs and sev- 
eral other tribes of blacks do all the 
laboring work. The white popula- 
tion is rather small at present. 

Now I hope to hear from 
vou soon. This may take a month 
to reach you and please send me a 
paper. There is only one paper is- 
sued here but I don’t gonsider it 
worth sending to you. “—

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Heat Victims. 


The terrible hot spell which has been 
working such havoc and which had al- 
ready snatched seven lives from this 
community, has ciaimed two more vic- 
tims in this city, when Patrick Gurry 
of 201 Essex street, succumbed to the 
fearful heat, Monday nght and Fanny 
Bowles was found dead at 265 Canal 
street this morning. 

Gurry had been ailing since Saturdav 
afternoon but as a.result of his taking 
good care of himself, he had begun to 
show signs of improvement. Yesterday 
morning he rode to Haverhill on the 
electric cars, at noon he ate his dinner, 
and about supper time he was found 
dead in his bed. 

Fanny Bowles, who was about 650 
years of age, must have died sometime 
during last night as when Medical Ex- 
aminer Dow viewed the remains this 
forenoon he said she had been dead four 
or five hours. The extreme heat was 
regarded as the cause, but it was at 
first reported that it was a case of sui- 
cide, The woman had not been working 
for,a. few weeks. .She appeared to be 
well, however and tn good spirits. ‘She 
ate her meals as usual yesterday, but 
did not appear at the breakfast table 
this morning. One of the servant girls 
went to see what was the matter and 
found her dead. The body lay on the 
bed, and was partially dressed. The 
room was on the fourth floor and was 
extremely hot.

A Happy Past. 


-F course the grandfathers 
of the twentieth cen- 
“tury small boy will take 
the field this Fourth of 
July to show how the day 
was celebrated before the 
war. By the help of tra- 
dition they can bring the 
first Fourth of the last 
century into the picture. When the day 
is over, who will undertake to prove that 
the small boy of 1901 has enjoyed more 
fun to the inch or shot away more flesh 
or exploded more breath shouting for lib- 
erty than his great-great-granddaddy did 
just 100 years ago? c 

This is not saying that the small boy of 
today is slow, that he isn’t up to date and 


» way ahead of the Continental urchin who 


never saw’ a. steam engine, a gaslight, 
@lectric lamp or ‘bicycle.; But the lad in 
knickerbockérs was nearer to the natal 
day of old Columbia. He heard the 
echoes of the guns of the Revolution, and 
the smell of its British killing battle pow- 
der was floating on the virgin air. 

Then the youngster of 1801 had plenty 
of time to be patriotic and maybe he took 
a week or a month to it, for he traveled 
far to reach other boys, his neighbors and 
cousins. His school lessons were confined 
to mastering the three R’s, and he hadn’t 
the attractions of football, baseball and 
shell rowing to fill in the gap of amuse- 
ments. The village fife and drum corps 
practiced at the crossroads tavern daily 
and almost all night for a week, and the 
unquiet feeling which those spirited 
strains threw into the heels and toes ot 
the small boy kept him waltzing on air till 
he dropped, a climax usually reached 
about an hour forward or backward from 
a quarter past 4 o’clock on the morning of 
July 5. 

As for firecrackers, punk, rockets and 
all those sizzling, burning and popping 
contrivances, let any celebrator of 1901 
who thinks he is a pioneer in the-shooting 
line ask the granddaddies Jooking on it 
they and their granddaddies got off on the 
Fourth with sound fingers, whole eye- 
brows and eyes right side up in the sock- 
ets. And the guns and the cannon and 
the grandfathers’ swords! These last 
didn’t make any racket to speak of, but 
they graced the day, all polished and 
bright, arousing more envy than any 
other relics of the war which gave the 
Fourth an excuse for its noise. 

Not only guns and swords, but Conti- 
nental hats, frock coats, knee breeches 
and spurs came from their hiding in at- 
tic chests to be aired and paraded on the 
day of days. Fun and patriotism joined 
hands. The more patriotism the more 
fun, and vice versa. 

Imposing pageantry was a feature al- 
ways popular and easily provided. Young 
men were eager to merch or stand around 
all day so long as they could be decked 


in old military trappings, a hat for one, a 
coat for another, a sword here and a 
flintlock musket there. Sham battles 
were fought, and Lexington and Bunker 
Hill came out as sweeping victories for 


the Continentals. The only trouble was 
to find willing volunteers to be knocked 
down as luckless Britons. 

Cannon, all powder black and battered, 
from Bunker Hill and Monmouth, roared 
from the knoll where the flagpole stood. 
Tf ever the stock of powder ran out be- 
foré 4 o'clock the afternoon of the Fourth, 
there was a new shuffle of the Fourth of 
July committee for the next year. Mus-! 
kets from Bennington, Saratoga and 
Yorktown were taken from their slings 
and fired in rotation by all the descend- 
ants of the Continental soldiers who had 


used them on the redcoats. 

In a great degree the long civil war 
used up the spirit which had made the 
Fourth so lively in the first half of the 
century. Pageantry grew commonplace 
or the love of it was satisfied by the an- 
nual show of fire companies. 

If the twentieth century boy finds his 
Fourth a tame affair and just like all 
other holidays except for the fireworks, 
perhaps it would be a novelty.to revive 
the doings of the olden time. There was 
roaring fun in it for everybody or the day 
would bave been dropped from the cal- 
endar long ago.

‘Well, I will tell you, general,’ the sol- 
dier said dryly: ‘Bob. Lee Is at Peter-- 


burg, and Stonewall Jacksen is in 
heaven. Hell is the only place left for 
, you.’ Grant enjoyed the thrust, as 


grim as it was; and after peace was 
restored he was often delighted by t2ll- 
ing it, and always referred to it as one 
of the pleasantries of the war between 
the states. But he never got any more 
pleasure out of it than the oli so d'er3 
did at the reunion at Memph's.’’—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.
